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BOLSHEVISM IN CHINA 


China is in the throes of another 


wave of communism. It is the second 
time it has been threatened by this 
disintegrating thrust from red Russia. 
It was well entrenched in certain of 
the provinces at the time the great 
nationalist drive commenced, which 
terminated in a victory for the Kuom- 
intang, an organization whose prin- 
ciples followed distinctly liberal and 
constructive lines. In that civil war, 
in which north and south China ap- 
peared to be united, the communists 
were suppressed or expelled. 


The weakness of the nationalist 


drive lay in the fact that it had 
no acceptable or accepted 
leader 


who could unite civil China. 
All 


that 
was 
accomplished was 
by 


force of arms, under the generalship 
of men who were lacking in statesman- 
ship and resourcefulness to establish a 
government that would command the 
confidence of the people. That has been 
the trouble with China ever since the 
fall of the Manchu dynasty. Rival gen- 
erals have fought for ascendancy and 
the rivalries have not been obliterated 
by military successes. China is still a 
house divided against itself, a condi- 
tion which makes it fertile soil for 
communist propaganda and conspir- 
acy. 


Following the war the same thing in 


some degree could have happened to 
Italy, where the reds had already ob- 
tained a foothold, had there not been a 
Mussolini. 
When 
Germany was 


wrenched from kaiserism and was 
casting about for political light the 
Third Internationale made a desperate 
effort to engulf that nation. It might 
have had a measure of success there 
had it not been that Germany pos- 
sessed wise and patriotic statesmen 
and a von Hindenburg. China in its 
helplessness and division is a natural 
prey for bolshevism. The events which 
are now taking place in the province 
of Hunan show the facility and effec- 
tiveness with which communism has 
been at work. The end no one can fore- 
see. The world will hesitate, however, 
to believe that China will be lost to 
bolshevism. The influence of the pow- 
ers, including that of the United 
States, will undoubtedly be thrown 
on the side of freedom and constitu- 
tional government for China, and that 
influence is very great. 


It is a strange fact that Soviet Rus- 


sia claims the right to force or worm 
its political doctrines into other coun- 
tries; impudently violating all interna- 
tional conventions, and expects them 
to consent without protest or reprisal. 
If any other nation sought with its 
agents in Russia to undermine bolshe- 
vism there would be hell to pay. The 
lives of their representatives 
would 


not be worth straw. If anv person in 
Russia, native or foreigner, lifts a £:> 
ger against the existing regime, if he 
speaks or writes against it. he is 
summarily dealt with. 
Hundreds of 


thousands of persons have paid the 
price of this temerity with their lives. 
Many thousands have been executed 
on mere suspicion that they were op- 
posed to the ruling autocrats. 
In the 


present controversy with the United 
States Russia asserts the right to un- 
dermine American institutions 
with 


propaganda and ultimately to over- 
throw them with force, but she would 
accord us no such right as against her. 
She complains if we do not trade with 
her and withhold political recognition. 


Being a law unto herself she has the 


privilege of going into China and by 
ruthless militarism subject the ignor- 
ant and helpless people of that coun- 
try to the tyranny of communism. 
Something highly eruptive in inter- 
national affairs may yet come out of 
bolshevik aggression in the Orient. 


ANOTHER PROHIBITION 


INDICTMENT 


We gave space the other day to * 


letter written just before his death by 
the late Justice Eschweiler of the Wis- 
consin supreme court to the chairman 
of President Hoover's commission on 
law enforcement. It dealt with the sub- 
ject of prohibition and reached the 
conclusion that the eighteenth amend- 
ment was fundamentally unsound. The 
justice upheld the proposition that 
legislatures of a free people have no 
moral right "to attempt to enforce or 
to expect rational obedience to their 
dictates * * * unless such dictates are 
of a nature, per se, to be within the 
field of the law's sanctity." 


In other words, there must be ra- 


tionality in the content of a law to en- 
title it to respect and obedience. 
It 


must be a sane and sensible interfer- 
ence with freedom of action if it is to 
have a valid standing. Unless it has 
this standing it is vain to expect that 
it will be obeyed or can be enforced. 
Failure to observe this principle has 
resulted 
in countless 
revolutions 


against political and social tyranny. In 
free countries it ends in benevolent 
nullification or a common resistance 
that cannot be overcome by the au- 
thorities. 


Justice Eschweiler placed the eigh- 


teenth amendment in the category of 
"inherently unreasonable" law and the 
reasons he gives for this opinion seem 
to us to be irrefutable. He holds that 
the eighteenth amendment is nothing 
but an attempt "to convert a constitu- 
tion into a criminal code" and "it has 
no more place in the constitution than 
would provisions against murder, adul- 
tery, gambling, etc., or a reciting of the 
ten commandments." It is a cog which 
does not and cannot mesh with or fit 
in with the machine of government." 
Coming to the practical phase of en- 
forcement he says it has brought a 
"trend of evils inevitable and constant- 
ly growing—namely: a disregard not 
only for this law but for all law; a de- 
moralization of the growing youth of 
the land; an excitement of and incite- 
ment to the corruption of public offi- 
cials ; it fosters the growth of illicit in- 
dustries beyond control." 


It resolves itself down to the ques- 


tion whether exercise of extraordinary 
and illogical constitutional power to 
attain social or moral reform touching 
the habits of millions of persons is ev- 
er justified. Also, there is the question, 
can it be successful? The letter of the 
Wisconsin jurist is worth the reading 
of every citizen. 
It is a profound 


analysis of the basic principles under- 
lying democratic government and their 
application to such experiments as the 
eighteenth amendment. Like Mr. Mor- 
row's declaration, it is a refreshing 
contribution to a sober and uninfiamed 
discussion of prohibition.

On August 5, 1864, Admiral David G. Farragut 


began one of the most significant battles of the 
Civil "War when he entered the Bay of Mobile, 
then the most important port held by the Con- 
federates on the Gulf. 


The entrance of the bay was defended by forts 


on opposite sides, by a thickly rammed line of 
piles and by a triple line of torpedoes which left 
only a narrow opening into the harbor. Besides, 
the Tennessee, a formidable ironclad ram, stood 
in the way ready to receive the attacking party. 


Undaunted by the opposition, Farragut, with 


a fleet of four ironclads and 15 wooden vessels, 
fought 
his way foot by foot into the harbor. 


After the battle besan, Farragnt climbed the rig- 
ging in order to get above the thickest of the 
smoke. He was lashed there so that, if wounded, 
he might not fall to the deck.

speed and weatherly ability, be seat 
to England the following summer so 
that Englishmen might see the sort 
of boats they were. 


This letter was brought to the at- 


tention of John C. Stevens, of Hobo- 
ken. N. J., who was then commodore 
of the New York Yacht club. He 
and several fellow members formed a 
syndicate 
and 
awarded 
George 


Steers, son of an English shipbuild- 
er, but an American citizen, a con- 
tract to design and built a pilot boat 
which would 
exceed

speed and handiness any craft of the 
sort then afloat. Steers accepted and 
the boat was built at the shipyard 
of W. H. Brown in New York Citv 


at the foot of 
Twelfth street and 


East River. Steers turned out a re- 
markable boat, schooner rigged, 90 
feet on the waterlsne and 102 feet 
over all* 


In command of CapL Dick Brown, 


one of the best known New York pi- 
lots, the America set sail for Bng- 
land. arriving at Cowes on August J, 
1851, a few days more than seventy- 
nine years ago. With what was re- 
garded as pure American impudence. 
Commoner Stevens at once issued a 
challenge to meet all the schooners 
of the Royal Yacht Squadron, which 
is Britain's crack club today, as it 
was then. No one ;ald any attention 
to the defi and we have since learn- 
ed that the silence was due less to 
contempt than to fear. 
nl any case, having waited three 


weeks. Commodore Stevens decided 
to enter his boat in a race around 
the Isle of Wight set for Aug. 22. 
It was a part of the proceedings of a 
World's Fair in progress in London 
at the time—the first World's Fair, 
by the way, ever held. The race was 
open to yachts of all nations and the 
prize was a cup, a silver cup valued 
at 100 guineas, or about $600.

SEES RAPID CHANGE 


IN BUBAL AMERICA 


Trend Toward Education, 


Recreation, Artistic Side of 
Life Is Noted 


Madison—During the next decade 


rural America, will swing more and 
more toward an interest in educa- 
tion, recreation, and the artistic side 
of farm life, is the prediction of E. 
L. Kirkpatrick, rural sociologist at 
the University of Wisconsin, in a 
paper prepared for presentation 
at 


the 4th International Country Life 
Conference being held this week at 
Leige, Belgium. 


The trend toward an interest in 


the 
intangible 
or 
non-material 


things in country life, according to 
Kirkpatrick, was disclosed by sur- 
vey of some 300 Wisconsin farm 
families and by a close study of their 
interest and participation in the ac- 
tivities of various organizations in 
the local communities. 


In this survey it was found that 


farra families taSing part in the ac- 
tivities of different local clubs and 
organizations, usually took a fairly 
large number of 
periodicals, 
had 


books in their home libraries, spent 
considerable time in reading, and lis- 
tened to the radio quite often. The 
results of the survey, indicate, Kirk- 
patrick states, that if rural clubs 
and different community groups are 
to succeed in the future, they must 
•study their place in country 
life 


carefully and base their programs 
on thoroughgoing study. 


Country life, he points out, is un- 


dergoing revolutionary changes. The 
American neighborhood no longer 
holds farmers to the contacts of for- 
mer days, farm families are merging 
with the more complex life of all so- 
ciety, and their range of interests 
are expanding as never before. The 
radio, newspapers, good roads, tele- 
phone, and better transportation fa- 
cilities in general are largely re- 
sponsible for this break-down in the 
old style farm and village home.

As a matter of fact, 
rate reductions have not been un- 
common occurences dorms the last 
decade asc yet the period nas been 
one of prosperity for a!! well-man- 
's ged companies. 
The tremendous j 


\ogue public utility securities have 
enjoyed in the last few years, es- 
pecially during the boom last year, 
shows hew fallacious is the theory 
thai rate cats injure the prospects 
of utility securities. 


Investors should bear in mind that 


utility companies are fortified by a 
series of court decisions, including 
some by the United States cup 
court, which protect them perman- 
entls" from confiscatory rates such as 
public service boards 
of various 


states attempted to put into effect 
a few years ago. 


DECISIONS HKT.F STATUS 


Those decisions coupled with the 


very evident fact that the public 
utility industry was going ahead rap- 
idly in expansion and earings, were 
the- main factor which swung popular 
favor to the utility stocks. It may 
be recalled that scarcely more tnan 
ten years ago the public showed lit 
tie interest as investors in utility 
stocks and that their market was, 
generally speaking, a poor one. 


Xor are-public utility executives 


averse to granting rate reductions, 
provided they are 
within 
reason. 


Their experience has been that, 
•while earnings may be temporarily 
lowered, reduced rates in the long- 
run stimulate consumption of elec- 
tricity to such effect that additional 
use offsets the lower rate of return. 
It is the old story of quantity pro- 
duction, the same principle that en- 
abled automobile manufacturers to 
reduce the prices of cars.

them. 


The use of electrical service is far 


from the saturation point. In fact 
. the use of it is limited only by the 
amount available and the rates 
charged, ilore people would elec- 
trify their homes if rates were lower.

That is particulariy 
true of rural districts where services

The utility industry is one of the 


comparatively few that has not gone 
backward this year. It not only has 
not gone back but it has continued 
to expand 
earnings,

course not at such s. rapid rate as 
it did las- year. One of the proofs 
cf the growth is the record sales of 
electrical equipment.

Electric company, for instance, billed 
more sales during the first 
six 


months of this year than it did dur- 
ing the first half of 1929.

It is a fact wen known to In- 
vestment bankers and underwriters 
that issues of public utility compan- 
[ies have topped ail others in volume

Plowacki of Cudahy; Corporal Ed- 
ward J. Fricke of Manitowoc; Pri- 
vate W. DeFuies, Louis J. Fersch 
and Joseph J. Mikilia, all of Milwau- 
kee; and Private George A. KJuche- 
sky of New London, try to remember 
that tbeir work is both historic and 
romantic. 


The Nicaragua battalion is work- 


ing- at tb« second solution of the 
problem of international commerce 
which dates from the fall of Constan- 
tinople in 1433 into the hands of the 
Turks. Thej are striving to do 
•what Columbus and Balboa dreamed 
of; what Cortez and Alvaro de Saave- 
dra Ceron actually planned and they 
are doing it without many sanitary 
or scientific aids.

Pollution Committee Plans 


Campaign to Carry Out 
Plans 


A campaign for the establishment 


of metropolitan 
sewage disposal 


district* IB lower Fox river valley 
cities will be carried out ths« fall 
and winter, according to prelimi- 
nary plans adopted this week by the 
state water pollution committee at 
Madison. 


Representatives oi Ae cities con- 


cerned will be invited to a state- 
wide meeting- soon to discuss the 
project at length. 


Disposal or utilization of waste tn 


the populous Fox river valley dis- 


trict has long been a problem, and 
members of the committee believe 
that metropolitan disposal districts 
are the best solution. 


There are now only two such dis- 


tricts in the state; one at Milwaukee 
and one recently authorized here. 
The Madison district is the first to 
be established under the general 
law, passed in 1927. The Milwaukee 
area was established under the 
special law passed in 1921. Under the 
law these sewage disposal districts 


are administered by three supervis- 
ors appointed from the district. 


After laying plans Wednesday tor 


the fall campaign the committee 
also issued orders for industrial 
waste treatment in various parts of 
the state. In most instances the 
committee has received fun coopera- 
tion in this work, according to I*. 
P. Warnck, state sanitary ^»ngt^^**r. 
but in a few cases the work is not 
being done and orders were neces- 
sary.
